DENT THREATENS A VETO: 
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Senators Are Plainly Told That Recognition of Cuban Independence ~ 
Must Not Pass. 


4 Mr. Turner declared himself strongly in favor of the resolution presented by the 
minority of Committee on Foreign Relations, and for so doing he said he needed no 
further justification than the magnificent State paper which accompanied the major- 
ity report. He declared, however, that the ‘same malevolent influences which had 
paralyzed the Executive and almost caused the people to revolt, were still at work. 
If these influences should succeed the whole country would know the disgraceful 
story and the nation would be shamed. 

Mr. Turner maintained that Congress could not delegate to the President the 
power to make war. “The Congress of the United States is the organized conscience 
of the country,” said he, “and it is the only power which can take the dread step of

war. 


After vehemently attacking the President for the delays which had occurred 
in the sending of his message to Congress, Mr. Turner charged that the delay last 
week was not due to the request of Gen. Lee, but to the fact that Archbishop Ireland 
had cabled to the Vatican in the hope that the Pope might be able to bring about a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty. The President was waiting upon the Pope and ac- 
tion taken to secure that which American diplomacy had failed to obtain. 

Mr. Turner ridiculed the diplomatic negotiations of the Adminitsration and de- 
manded to know whether Congress wanted more of it. He declared the State De- 
partment, even with the support of the Department of Justice, was weak and unavail- 
ing. At the Spanish end of our diplomatic line we had a Minister, a man whose 
desire for peace was so strong that he refused to obey the plain instructions of his 
superiors. Mr. Turner declared with bitter sarcasm that with such diplomatic 
agents representing the United States, the Madrid Government might, eventually, 
for a suitable indemnity, absolve this country for blocking the harbor of Havana 
with the shattered hull of the Maine. The flashing sword of the United States must 
be drawn for Cuban independence, and it would be wielded by an arm stronger than 
ever. Once uplifted it should never be lowered until Spain was driven from the 
Western Hemisphere. 


SENATOR HOAR COUNSELS DELIBERATE ACTION. 


Mr. Hoar followed Mr. Turner. He*thought the present ®a# no time for im- 
passioned rhetoric and manifestations of approval of war sentiment. He did not 
feel disposed to sneer at expressions of emotion over the outrages of the Cuban war, 
for they indicated true natures. They called for his profoundest respect. As for 
himself, he felt like entering upon the Cuban question with the seriousness with which 
he would attend church. If we are going to enter upon a course of action in Cuba 
it should be done as an act of justice and not of revenge. He did not accept the 
doctrine in this connection of an eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth. 

Mr. Hoar deprecated the exhibitions of feeling toward the President, who was, 
he said, in diplomacy the representative of all the people, and what the President 
does we, as people, do. As for himself, he not*only approved what the President 
had done but what he had refrained from doing. 

Mr. Hoar said that in case of wat we could count upon many disasters like that 
of the Maine, and a great increase of the public debt. He said that Senator Turner, 
who represented only half a State, was makirig the President, who represented 45 
States, the subject of the same kind of objurgations that were inflicted upon Wash- 
ington. He predicted that McKinley’s fame would not suffer. 

Mr. Hoar said it would be well for the impetuous people of this day to remember 
Abraham Lincoln’s counsels in the early stages of the Civil War, and not to forget 
Bull Run. Mr. Hoar did not agree with Senator Foraker that belligerency should 
have been recognized. This recognition would not have done the insurgents any 
good, and it would have given the Spaniards authority to search our ships. 

Mr. Hoar spoke of the sympathy of England at the present crisis, saying that it 
might be needed before long, and that it was not wise to reject it. This sympathy 
had, he said, been won for us by the bearing of the President. He said he also con- 
curred in the views of the President regarding the recognition of the present Cuban 
Government. To recognize them now would be to disown our country’s history.

TWO WEEKS HAVE PASSED AND 
NO WORD RECEIVED 
FROM THEM. 


THEY WENT. AWAY IN A WAGON. 


J. K. Owens, Jessie Hulbert and Ed- 
gar Owens Are Being Searched 
For by the Police—Mys- 
terious Disappearance. 


Police are investigating the disappearance 
and reported murder of J. K. Owens, 51 
years of age, his son Edgar, 16, and his 
son-in-law, Jessie Hulbert, 30. 

They left the family home, North 
Sarah street, Sunday forenoon two weeks 
ago, for a drive and two days’ camp in the 
county. Mr. Owen assured his daughter, 
Mrs. Hulbert, that they would return 
Wednesday, April 6. 

That was the hast heard or seen of the 


party. . 

The daughter, “at home with her baby 
son, is sure that something awful has hap- 
pened. She says she fears murder has 
been committed. She had haped for some 
word or their feturn until Wednesday, 
when she reported the mysterious disap- 
pearance to the police. 

Mrs. Hulbert’s rent is due for the resi- 
dence. Her father and husband, she says, 
had decided to pay no more rent there, be- 
cause they wanted to move out of the city. 
They formerly resided at Hale, Mo., where 
they were engaged in farming. 

Mr. and Mrs. lbert have lived in St. 
Louis four months. The husband found lit- 
tle work, but the father was successful in 
closing several Jand deals. He had some 
money and was going to invest it in timber 
lands. 

A week before his departure th 
made a day’s trip. into the count®, in an- 
swer to a newspaper advertisement, and 
looked at some land. It was located about 
eight miles from the terminus of the Subur- 
ban Electric road. He did not mention the 
name of the place. He told his daughte® 
he was going to lease the property, and 
they would all move out there. He said 
some repairing had to be done on the build- 
ings, which would require a few days and 
he proposed the trip with his son and son- 
in-law. 

A wagon and thorse were hired at 1832 
Hogan street. One bedroom suit, a stove 
and provisions for two days were taken 
along. The men said they would return 
Wednesday for .the rest of the family. 

Nearly two weeks have paSsed and there 
has been no return. The man who owns 
the cart“and horse has been to the Sarah 
street house twice a day since Wednesday. 
His horse and Wagon are still missing. 
They were hired for two days, a fact which 
the -police claim’ is important, showing 
further that the party only intended to stay 
a short time, y 

The supposed destination of the missing 
party is outside .of the city IHmits, out of 
the jurisdiction of the police. Mrs, Hulbert 
has written to relatives ‘at Hale,. Mo., to 
eoene here and make a search of the coun- 
ry. 

“I know,’ said she, “‘that something has 
happened. If my father were alive he 
would come home. I say this because my 
father’s religion is to keep his word, and 
as far back as I can remember he has nev- 
er stai@ away like this. My husband, too, 
would return. Two days they were to have 
been away; now it is two weeks. I believe 
they have been murdered. 

“Father had money with him. My hus- 
band and brother had none. Yon see, my 
husband haen’t worked for four months. 
They knew I was all ready to move. They 
are not among the living or they would send 
some word, at least.’’ 

Mrs. Hulbert’s sister, Mrs. Dailey, who 
was at the Sarah street house Thursday, 
also fears foul play was committed. They 
are going to try and solicit neighbors to or- 
ganize a search party.

With the Post-Dispatch. 


VICIOUS RESORTS MUST GO. 


ACTING CHIEF KIELY’S ORDER IS 
IMPERATIVE AND UNE- 
QUIVOCAL. 


MANY DENS WILL BE RAIDED. 


Vigorous and Aggressive Action Di- 
rected to Be Taken by the 
Board of Police Com- 

_ missioners. 


Vigorous war will be waged by the police 
unceasingly until the vicious winerooms, 
gambling dens and other places of evil re- 
sort where innocent girls are ruined and 
men drugged and robbed, are wiped out. 

The crusade was begun by the Post-Dis- 
patch, has been taken up by the Police De- 
partment and sweeping action has not only 
been promised, but the work of extermina- 
tion planned and orders already issued. 

Acting Chief Kiely has conferred with the 
Board of Police Commissioners. They have 
investigated the evils pointed out by the 
Post-Dispatch, indorsed the views this paper 
has expressed editorially and promised that 
the city shall be thoroughly purged, 

Chief Kiely’s orders were placed in the 
bands of the captains of the various dis- 
tricts Thursday. They are plain and une- 
quivocal. Only one construction can be 
placed on them. There will be no diplomatic 
correspondence between the head of the Po- 
lice Department and the evil doers. 

The captains and sergeamts and patrol- 
men have been told what to do, and if they 
fail to execute the orders they will find 
themselves before the Board with serious 
charges against them. 

‘‘T am in hearty accord with the stand the 
Post-Dispatch has taken on this wineroom 


and gambling question,’” said Chief Kiely, 
Thursday morning, “and the Board of Po- 
lice Commiss‘oners are of the same mind, 
The orders I have issued were written after 
I had conferred with that body and they 
indorse my views. The evil must be 
abated, and that at once. There is a unani- 
mity of opinion on this subject in the police 
department that there never was before 
and I am certain of accomplishing our un- 
dertaking.”’ 

“The police can do more in suppressing 
these delane and notorious winerooms, 
poolrooms, hand books, poker and crap 
games than can the detective department. 
Each sergeant should know the character 
of each resort tn his precinct, If he does 
not he has shown his incompetency and he 
will be removed. The moral effect of a raid 
by policemen in uniform is greater than 
when conducted by officers in citizens’ at- 
tire. And it'must be understood that these 
places are to be raided. If one raid is not 
sufficient another will be made and so on 
until the evil is driven out. 

“Now common sense siall govern this 
war against these resorts. No fixed rule 
will fit all cases. For instance, if my order 
be carefully read it will be seen that in 
speaking of “winerooms I say that only 
those will be raided that have become no.- 
torious as the resort of panel workers, 
where men are lured, drugged and robbed. 
‘There are many of these places in the city 
and the police know where they are. Any 
place where it is known the bartender or 
proprietor dispenses liquor and assists in 
drugging men so that robbery may be easy, 
is in this class. And they will be raided 
every night if necessary. The facts will be 
collected and laid before the excise commis- 
sioner and their licenses revoked, so they 
cannot continue In business. 

“The Sergeants who fail in their duty will 
find themselves in a predicament. If they 
do not know the nature of the resorts in 
their precinct they are nat fit for the posi- 
tion thev hold. And if they do not have thelr 
patrolmen raid them they will find them- 
selves dropped from the force. No excuses 
will be tolerated. These resorts have been 
ghown up by the Post-Dispatch, and I 
want to say that the police department 
are in hearty sympathy with the views 
advanced by that paper. The war is now 
on and will not be stopped until the abolish- 
ment of all ‘the places has been attained.”

At Thursday’s special session of the House 

of Delegates, Mr. Ritter of the Twentieth 


| Ward announced that at the next meeting 


he would introduce a merit system amend- 


ment. 
He did introduce an amendment curtalil- 


ing the appointive power of the Mayor, by 
providing for the election of Health Com- 
missioner. Park Commissioner, ;Commis- 
sioner of Supplies, Street Commissioner, 


Harbor and Wharf Commissioner, just as 
the heads of other departments are now 
elected. 

From expressions of the members the 
amendment will pass in the House. If it 
should be engrafted on the organic law it 
would only leave the City Counselor, —- 
intendent of Workhouse, ory Jailer, ar- 
ity Commissioner, Boiler Inspector and 

uperintendent of House of Refuge for the 

yor to appoint, for the amendment con- 
templates the appointment of all subord- 
inates by the heads of departments. 

Mr. Ritter also announced that he would 
follow this amendment at the next. meet- 
ing with a merit system amendment, 

The special election on the _ charter 
amendments will be held July 12. A resolu- 
tion providing for this was introduced. 
Speaker Lloyd asked that the resolution be 
referred to the proper committee, so that 
in the event of the adoption of the amend- 
ments by the House the resolution provid- 
ing for the special election could go to the 
Mayor at the same time. — 

Speaking of his proposed amendments Mr. 
Ritter said: 

“The people have demanded a vote on the 
merit system, and I am in favor of giving 
it to them. believe in making all the 
heads of departments elective, and then 
having the departments conducted on the 
merit system. The present law vests the 
Mayor with too vast a patronage. He con- 
trole by personal appointment nearly every 
department of the Government, and it is 
a power no one man should have. 

“~ don’t see how any man can object to 
the amendment, for it gives to the people 
direct control over every department of the 
government in selecting the men they think 
are most capable of conducting the branches 
to which they aspire. Then there can be no 
shifting of responsibility. There will be a 
responsible, independent head to every .de- 
partment, owing allegiance only to the 
people, and he will have as his assistants 
men who haye shown themselves capable of 
serving the city by a test that Is requisite 
for the proper conduct of the public busi- 
ness. 

The Mayor is a people’s man, and he cer- 
tainly cannot object to such an amednment. 
Then, too, it would relieve him of so much 
responsibility.”’ 

“Do you think your amendment wil have 
the effect to defeat the amendments as the r 
now stand, solely for public improvements? 
Mr. Ritter was asked. 

“IT don’t think they should. But if the 
Mayor objects to such an amendment, if 
he is not willing to let the — elect 
their own officers and have their public 
business conducted on a system of merit, 
to be established for its employes, then the 
bare fact will be expo@ed that there is a 
good deal behind all this zeal for just 
enough charter amendments to permit the 
Mayor to spend $20,000,000 on the streets. 
The people are entitled to something else 
besides being made to stand and deliver 
on special tax bills for public improve- 
ments.” 

“Can your amendment pass the Coun- 
ai?’’ 

“T am confident of it. I have discussed 
it with a number of members in that cham- 
ber, and they tell me they will cheerfully 
support it. The amendments need not de- 
lay the course of the amendments at all. 
They will be concurred in bv the Council 
at Friday’s session, and the Mayor can get 
them in time before the session expires, 

“Tl am for street Improvements as heart- 
ily as the Mayor, and I am heartily in favor 
of popular elections for all heads of de- 
partments and civil service reform, which 
I hope he will be for, too.”

the Peoples’ Railway, was supposed to be 
the power behind Sweeney, and they kept 
plugging away until they got some foreigr 
capitalists interested with them, When the 
present House of Delegates and six new 
members of the Council were elected, Swee- 
ney and his promoters took a careful inven- 
tory of the new statesmen. Every one of 
whom they found to be public-spirited. The 
time had come to not only revive but to 
push North and South bills. and champions 
of the scheme fell over each other in their 
hurry to assure the promoters of their en- 
thusiastic support. 


The House of Delegates was organized in 
April, 1897, with Hiram Lloyd as Speaker, 
and in less than two months a North and 
South bill, giving away 100 miles of the 
Streets, with rights to use twin rails, or use 
the tracks of other companies if need be, to 
run over public and private property at 
will, with the power to sell the franchise 
even before work was commenced on the 
proposed road, to absorb other lines and to 
commence work with no time limit for its 
completion, and to pay the city $750,000 in 
pro rata payments in 50 years, was passed. 
The bill went to the Council, where a ma- 
jority of votes were in favor of it, but 
President Meter claimed that the bill had 
not been read the third time, refused to 
sign it, was mandamused but sustained by 
Judge Valliant in the Circuit Court. The 
Court of Appeals reversed Judge Valliant 
and a few weeks ago the Supreme Court 
upheld the Court of Appeals, and President 
Meier was forced to sign the bill. 

But the courts were too slow for the pro- 
moters; it might be many a year before the 
city would have such another Municipal 
Assembly, and on the principle-of making 
hay while the sun shone, the promoters, 
keeping up a semblance of fight for the 
disputed bill, virtually abandoned it and in- 
troduced it anew in the assembly. It was 
understood the Mayor would oppose the bill 
with a veto, and Speaker Lloyd, who was 
and is his whip in the House, who had zeal- 
ously supported the old bill, began to 
weaken. He was accused of not “toting” 
fair with the ‘‘boys,’’ and lest his influence 
might retard the progress of the new bill, 
it was decided to oust him from the speak- 
ership. 

Then ensued the most disgraceful scene 
ever witnessed in the aldermanic chamber. 
Lloyd refused to surrender the chair and 
he was thrown out by force, but not until 
a rough and tumble fight was had, which 
would have resulted in bloodshed had not 
a riot alarm quickly filled the chamber 
with a heavy detachment of police. 

The champions of franchise jobs had their 
blood up. The North end South bill was 
making history. 

Julius Lehmann of the Fourteenth Ward 
was elected speaker. The new North and 
South bill passed the House and had equally 
as easy sailing in the Council, lacking only 
one vote of a two-third's majority there. 

That one vote was Frederick G. Uthoff. 

The bill went to the Mayor. He vetoed 
it and enough votes could not be marshaled 
to overcome the veto. 

The caption of the bill was changed to 
that of the Central Traction Railroad. It 
was seen that a new alignment was neces- 
sary in the House to push the bill through. 

Lehmann was deposed and Lloyd re-elect- 
ed Speaker. Lloyd must stick to the ‘Mayor 
and would not give in to the schemers, 
neither would Harry M. Coudrey of the 
Twenty-eighth nor F. CC, Pauley of the 
T'wenty-second Ward. All the rest were 
solid for the Central Traction bill. Eight 
votes in the Council were solid:for it. 
Uthoff was the unknown quantity. He art- 
fully avoided committing himself in the 
preliminary stages of the bill, but Adam 
Ziegenhein, secretary to the Mayor, is 
authority for it that Uthoff promised the 
Mayor he could rely on him to defeat the 
Central Traction scheme when the final 
test came. It came, and Mr. Uthoff voted 
loud and clear in favor of the bill. His ex- 
cuse is that his promise to the Mayor was 
on the North and South bills, but had noth- 
ing to do with a bill to be called the Cen- 
tral Traction bill. Yet before Mr. Uthoff 
voted he listened, or is supposed to have 
listened, as he sat within a few feet of 
Secretary Graves, to the reading of the 
Mayor's veto, in which His Honor char- 
acterized the Central Traction bill as a 
pee with the North and South bills, com- 
ining all the odious objections that those 
measures contained. 

R. M. Snyder loomed up on the scene 
about the time the Central Traction bill 
was made a “ringer” for the North and 
South schemes. He was fresh from Kansas 
City, flushed with the victory of a gigantic 
gas deal there, which started out to. give 
the people competitive gas companies, but 
wound up in a big combination for the 
glory and good of the gas syndicate. 

Mr. Snyder had a suite of rooms at the 
Planters’. Sweeney, who had borne the 
brunt of the battle, and Broker Blessing, 
who had enlisted under his banner in the 
later conflict, were still retained for pros- 
elyting work and to keep the lines closed 
up. But Snyder wanted a lieutenant who 
Waa persona grata with members and who, 
by virtue of past favors from the people, 
enjoyed the privileges of the floor. The

RINGLING BROTHERS MAKE A 
TENDER OF THEIR HERD TO 
THEWAR DEPARTMENT. 


FOR THE ARTILLERY SERVICE. 


They Have Been Used Successfully in 
India and Couli Be Utilized 
in Various Ways. 


Ringling Brothers have decided to offer 
the Government the use of a herd of. 2 
trained elephants for light artillery service 
in Cuba when war shall have been de- 
clared. 

The value of the elephant in such service 
has been fully demonstrated in India, Bur- 
mah and elsewhere in the East. Its great 
strength, endurance, docility and sagacity 
make it almost invaluable in places where 
horses and other methods of transportation 
are unavailable. Elephants are not only 
uSeful in hauling heavy artillery over 
rough roads, underbrush and fresh trails, 


but guns of lighter caliber can be strapped 
to their backs and they can be trained, so 
that they can be fired from that vantage, 
and the elephants remain perfectly still, 
unfrightened by the noise and concussion. 

Alfred Ringling, who originated the plan, 
thinks the animals can be utilized in vari- 
ous other ways. They are great swimmers, 
and they could be used to transport troops 
and supplies over unbridged streams in the 
interior. 

The animals could be equipped with coats 
of mail, as they are in India, and a herd 
so armored would form a movable fort of 
great utility in the open field, and would 
be a shelter behind which a considerable 
force could operate at considerable advan- 
tage, 

Some of the elephants did service in the 
Indian mutiny. They live to a great age 
and the young elephants which did duty 
then are still in ee prime of life and vigor. 
Natives of the tropics, the animals would 
hot be affected by the climate of Cuba, as 
is the case with imported horses, and as the 
Ringlings have eiephant keepers and train- 
ers who are willing to enlist to direct their 
movements, they think their herd would 
prove a valuable addition to the American 
rorees in Cuba, should that country be oc- 
pupied in carrying out the plan of armed 
intervention. 

With the approval .of his brothers and 
partners, Alfred Ringling made a formal 
iender of the herd Thursday in the follow- 
ing telegram to the Secretary of War: 

ST. LOUIS, April 14. 

Riussell A. Alger, Secretary of War, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

In the event of war can we place at the dis- 
posal of the War Department 25 elephants for 
special artillery service in Cuba. Some of them 
have served in the Punjaub, and neither the cli- 
mate, food, swamps bor underbrush of Cuba 
could interfere with their utility. In the heavy 
underbrush they would be particularly useful, 
where horses cannot travel freely. hey could 
be armored so heavily as to be utilized as mov- 
ing forts. We hare men here fully competent 
to handle the animals, who are anxious to en- 
list, and the value of elephants in light artil- 
levy has been fully demonstrated in India.
